THE AMBUSH. 

Superintendent Ennis told the Court that 
on Sunday at about 11 a.m. a party of troops 
was proceeding from Tallaght to Portobello, 
riding bicycles, in extended order. When 
nearing a spot called Lakelands four of the 

rty were stopped by two motor cars which 
fad blocked the road, and at the same time a 
party of armed men set upon the leading four 
cyclists and disarmed them. 

The remainder of the party, seeing what 
was happening to their comrades, opened fire, 
with the result that the ambushers took to 
the cars yf drove off, taking with them the 
four rifles which they had taken from the 
soldiers, The affair was immediately reported 
to the police and military authorities, and 
both departments despatched aid. 

About half an hour later four men were 
observed in a motor car, which was held up 
by the military and police. One round of 
ammunition was found on Keohane, and a 
Colt automatic revolver, containing three 
“live’’ rounds, was found underneath a 
cushion in the motor car. 

Subsequently these men were detained and 
their homes were searched. In a bedroom 
occupied by the brothers Cole a Webley 
revolver in perfect condition and 36 rounds 
of ammunition of various types were found. 


REVOLVER IN CAR. 

Detective John Lee said that he arrived at 
the Templeogue road, Kimmage, at about 
11,50 a.m., and saw a motor car being held 
up by troops. He saw the three defendants 
and another man sitting on the car. The 
troops having stated that they had not 

searched the men, the witness ordered the 
men out of the car and searched them, but 
found nothing on them. He afterwards 
searched the car, and underneath the back 
seat he discovered a Colt .45 automatic 
revolver (produced), containing three live 
cartridges in the ma azine. Keohane said, 
“I take all responsibility.” On re-searching 
Keohane he found one round of Colt ammuni- 
tion that fitted the revolver 

On seeing the witness produce the revolver, 
Frank Cole said, '' Michael, you have got us 
into a nice hole.” The witness had the four 
men conveyed to the Bridewell. 

Superintendent Ennis remarked that the 
other man was allowed to go because nothing 
was found on him or at his home. 

MORE AMMUNITION. 

Detective Lee went on to sa that, with 
another officer, he visited the Sense of the 
Coles, and in a bedroom which was pointed 
out as theirs discovered in a locked press the re- 
volver and ammunition mentioned in the charge 
When the witness produced the .45 Web ey 
revolver Benjamin Coie accepted responsi- 
bility for the “gun” and ammunition. 
oo said that he knew nothing about 
i 

To Mr. Collins~They had no permits for

To Mr, E. Burne the witness said that he 
had a knowledge of the district and knew 
the father of the Coles for a considerable 
tas He did not know the prisoners so

Mr. Burne—Do you know that this house 
was frequented by men in pre-truce days?

Keohane, added the witness in reply to 
Mr, Burne, had a double-barrelled fowling 
piece, for which he had a licence. This was 
not in the car. 

The motor car was stopped going out of 
town about half an hour after the ambush. 

Mr. Burne—So that if they knew of the 
ambush they were going right into it?—Yes. 

None of the accused, the witness admitted, 
had been in any trouble of this kind before. 

The accused were remanded for a week 
on bail of £10 each.

AND FARMERS. 
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From Oun Betrast CORRESPONDENT, 


The Forestry branch of the Northern | 


Ireland Ministry of Agriculture has, 
within the, past year, considerably de- 
veloped its activities, and is now seeking 
| the assistance of farmers and landowners 
in order that larger areas in the Six 
Counties may be put under trees. The 
number of trees planted by the Ministry 
since it took over control is approximately 
23 millions. During the present season 
arrangements have been made to plant 
a further area of over 500 acres, repre- 
senting about one million additional 
trees. Forestry schemes have been carried 
out at Baronscourt, Co, Tyrone; Bally- 
kelly, Co, Derry; Castlecaldwell, Co. 
Fermanagh; Knockmany, Co. Tyrone; 
Newcastle, Co. Down; and Hillsborough, 
Co. Down, and nearly 5,000 acres are 
available at these places for afforestation 
purposes under the control of the Minis- 
try. The largest centre is at Baroriscourt, 
where there are 2,894 acres available for 
planting. 
THE NURSERIES. 

The principal nurseries for bringing. on 
seediings and young plants is also at Barons- 
court, althoug’ there are nurseries at some 
of the other centres. The total number of 
plants in these nurseries (excluding the 
million to. be pla: ‘ed this season) is about, 54 
millions. 

In its report the Commission on the 
Natural and Industrial Resources in Northern 
Ireland made three recommendations in 
regard to forestry :— 

1.—That additional land should, if possible, 

be acquired for afforestation purposes. 
2,—That a scheme might be adopted under 
which forest plants grown in the 
Ministry’s nurseries might be supplied 
at cost price to rae and 
3.—That a scheme might be adopted under 
which grants ‘might be made to land- 
owners towards the cost of. planting 
ground and preparing it for planting. 
DEVELOPING WASTE LAND. 

lt is, apparently, not the aim of the Minis- 
try to divert land from other agricultural 
purposes, but rather te develop land which 
is now virtually waste. If land “can 
be acquired at reasonable prices the 
Ministry is prepared to push forward 
planting so far as the funds available 
for the purpose allow. As the necessary 
preparations: take time, an economical 
planting programme can only be put into 
full operation gradually, Up to the end of 
the last planting season the Ministry had 
planted at the existing forestry centres an 
average of over acres annually. 
The Ministry has considerably developed 
iis nursery. work, with a view to more ex- 
tensive planting in the future. 


SUPPLYING THE FARMERS. 

With regard te the second recommendation 
made by the Commission on Natural and In- 
dustrial resources, the Ministry has now 
made arrangements, which come into force 
next autumn, under which lots of not less 
than 1,006 plants, each lot to comprise not 
less than 500 of any species, will be supplied, 
so far as trees are available, from the 
Ministry’s nurseries at cost price to farmers, 

The third recommendation of the Commis- 
sion has also been. carefully considered by 
the Ministry; and it is understood that a 
scheme has been adopted under which grants 
may be made to landowners who undertake 
to plant trees on a commercial scale on their 
holdings. As the trees do not show any 
ccmmercial return on the capital expended 
for thirty or forty years, landlords are “not 
disposed, except in a few cases, to undertake 
extensive planting. Grants in aid, however, 
may act as an incentive in this direction, 
Up to the present most of the forest opera- 
tions have been undertaken by the Ministry 
on land taken upon long lease from the 
owners. It is thought that along ma line 
ain in afforestation will be made. 

| the trees planted at the various centres 
in Northern Ireland. last. year,-covering 548; 
acres, were conifere; the species with the 
percentage of the total being :—Norway and 
Sitka spruce, 53.3 per cent.; Douglas fir, 
24.2 per cent. ; European and Japanese larch, 
8.0 per cent, ; * Seatch and Corsican pine, 7.7 
per cent.; other species, 2.8 per cent. 


LANDOWNER’: SUGGESTIONS. 

In a memorandum recently submitted to 
the Northern Minister of Agriculture by 
Colonel C. RB. Dobbs, D.8.0., a County 
Antrim landowner, the latter advocated more 
extensive forestry work in Northern. Ire- 
land. He quotes the opinion of Professor 
Schlick, a well-known forestry expert, who 
some years ago stated that only 4 per cent, 
of the area of Great Britain was forest area, 
compared with 44 per cent, in Sweden, 21 per 
cent. in Norway, 40 per cent. in Russia, 26 
per cent. in Germany, and 18 per cent, in 
France. He also stated ‘that there are no 
less than three million acres of land in Ire- 
land that could be utilised. Only 40,000 
acres are. planted in Northern Ireland, a 
little more than one per cent. of the total 
area, so that it might be described as the 
most Wa country in Europe. The total 
area of Northern Ireland is 3,200,000 acres, 

of which nearly 24 million acres, or 75 per 
cent., is cultivated, including grass. Bog and 
marsh represent 5 per cent., or 160,000 acres ; 
mountain 10 per cent., or 320,000 acres ; 
water, roads, towns, etc., 9 per cent., or 
280,000 acres. 

SUGGESTED SCHEME. 

Colonel Dobbs is of the opinion that 25 per 
cent. of the mountain land, or 80,000 acres, 
could be successfully planted, and this would 
bring the percentage of land ‘under timbeg in 
Northern Selena to 4 per cent., the same 
proportion as Great Britain as a whole. He 
suggests that nearly 1,000 acres in County 
Antrim, in the Vale of Glenariffe, would be 
suitable for re-afforestation with such trees 

as spruce, and, to a lesser degree, sycamore, 
birch, ash, beech, or elm. A scheme of this 
nature, he adds, is essentially one for the 
Government to tackle.

The commercial interests of the province 
had been sacrificed in order that they might 
play up to the wilder and more thoughtless 
elements in the community. Now .the 
Government had suddenly changed tl.eir 
minds, It was not for him to blame the Go- 
vernment for so doing.

LAND ACT, 
THE APPOINTED DAY. 


Mr. George Henderson (Farmers) requested 
that the appointed day in connection with the 
bringing into operation of the Northern Ire- 
land Land Act, 1925, should be fixed before 
the next gale day. He said that while 2,791 
holdings would be vested in the Land Com- 
mission on the 3lst March, there were 
altogether 28,000 holdings subject to the Act, 
and the men should not be kept waiting any 
longer to get the benefit of the Act. 

he Minister of Finance, in reply, said 
that representations had been made to the 
Imperial Government through the Land Pur- 
chase Commission to endeavour to expedite 
matters, which were now ‘progressing satis- 
factorily. He had no information that there 
was any particular desire that a general ap- 
pointed day should be declared before the 
incoming gale day. 

The Dogs Bill, which gives extended 
powers to farmers to shoot dogs found 
worrying cattle or sheep, was read a second 
time, 

ENTERTAINMENT TAX. 

Replying tc Mr. $. Kyle, the Minister of 
Finance said the questton of abolishing the 
entertainment tax in Northern Ireland was 
receiving attention. He understood the 
primary reason for having both Rugby Inter- 
national matches in Dublin this year was not 
the tax difficuity, but the desire of the Rugby 
Union to attract a larger gate in order to 
meet heavy expenses incurred in connection 
with the Dublin ground. For this purpose 
Dublin was, of course, more central than 
Belfast. 

LOANS TO FARMERS. 

The Minister of Agriculture (Mr. Archdale), 
replying to Mr. George Henderson, said that 
he covld not undertake to extend the pro- 
v.sions of the scheme of loans to farmers to 
replace stock to farmers generally. Any such 
wholesale extension of credit facilities would 
involve serious questions of policy and 
finance, and furthermore necessitate the 
setting up of eluborate administrative 
machinery. 

In addition to the live-stock replacement 
loans, the Ministry grant loans for the follow- 
ing purposes : (a) the purchase of agricultural 
machinery and implements, and (b) the 
purchase of pure-bred sires. 

The Ministry was also about to issue a 
scheme under which loans wonld he given to 
farmers in mountainous districts for the 
erection of wire fencing. Loans were given 
for the erection of dwelling-houses, out- 
offices and silos, and also for field work, like 
craimage and fencing, ete. :

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE. 

President, Cosgrave, who received an ova- 
tion, said that the Government Party. would 
have about ninety candidates in the ion, 
and, if returned, they would complete the 
works that they had begun. The view which 
the Government took regarding the industry 
of the country was that agriculture, their 
main industry, required intensive effort to 
eliminate waste, to increase production, to 
improve quality, and generally to introduce 
hetter business methods in dealing with all 
agricultural produce. 

Few of the Government’s critics concerned 
themselves with these things. He noticed 
that those people simply asked the ple to 
return them in order that better results might 
ensue. 

The Government, he asserted, had reduced 
taxation. According to a British Government 
White Paper, published in 1919-1920, the 
taxation per, head in Ireland was £11 10s., 
and last year the taxation in the Free State 
was £7 5s. In addition, the services had 
been improved. 


REFUSED TO VOTE. 

The President referred to Captain Red- 
mond’s speech at Tuam, and said :—'' When 
we brought back the London Agreement in 
December, 1925, which agreed to the old 
border line between Merthere Ireland and 
Saorstat Eireann, and which provided that 
this country was relieved of itg obligations 
under Article V. of the Treaty, Mr. Redmond, 
who has since that date consistently 
criticised our recommendation and decision, 
of that time, refused to vote. Just picture 
to yourselves a President of the Executive 
Council, such as Mr. Redmond, coming down 
to the Dail and saying, *‘ Here is a proposal 
I will not vote for. I want the Dail to decide 
it.” 

A man in the crowd shouted: “ Redmond 
and Magennis do not count.”’ 

“I do not think they do,” said the Presi- 
dent, ‘‘but some things they say we have 
to deal with, and it is wise to let the people 
know. what kind they are." 

Another man shouted: ' They did not 
face the Black and Tans, like you; any way. 
(Cheers). 

“ This Government," said the President, 
“accepts responsibility for all the legislation 
that has been passed since it took up office. 
It stands behind every act of administration 
that has been done. When we attend meet- 
ings of the Imperial Conference we attend 
not as William Cosgrave, Kevin O’ Higgins, 
and Desmond Fitzgerald, but we attend as 
the selected Government, Ministers of the 
Irish Free State. (Applause). There ave 
those who say that we did not do our work 
well at the last Imperial Conference. I 
observe that most, people who say that are 
those who did not take up arms to achieve 
the freedom of this country.” 

The President then quoted General 
Hertzog, a man who fought for three 
years against the British in South Africa, 
as saying: “I leave this Conference 
fully satisfied, and whatever Í wanted 
to have and to attain has been attained at 
these meetings; and, what is more, it has 
been attained with the full co-operation and 
sympathy of all whom we have met here.”’ 

“ That,” said the President, amidst cheers, 
“is not good enough for Professor Magennis.”’ 
He was perfectly satisfied that they had 
secured peace, stability, and good order in 
the State. 


SUNDAY’S INCIDENT. 

He advised the people not to pay too much 
attention to such incidents as happened on 
Sunday in Dublin. ‘Every country,” he 
said, “had its proportion of uncertified 
lunatics, and we have no more than any 
other. The trouble about these things is that 
the young men going into them do not know 
the damage they are going to cause, but we 
will be able to cope with any situation such 
as that when, and if, it arises.” (Cheers.) 

The bitterness of the past few years was 
now dying out. Most of the young fellows 
who were misled by mountebanks now realised 
their mistake, and realised that the nation 
was not based on any one section, but was 
bigger than all the sections put together, and 
that the best evidence of citizenship was 
doing something to help their country. Many 
of them were now willing to help the State. 
They required the assistance of all the citizens 
in helping the State, and his advice to all 
the politicians was to coneern themselves more 
with seeing how they could help the State 
rather than how they could criticise the 
Government. 

He said to the people of the State if they 
could get a Government to do more than the 


present Government had done, and to do it 


better, then they should get it, and get it 
quickly. (Cheers.)

FARMERS AND A COALITION. 

The one important thing to bear in mind 
was that the interests of the farmers, which 
they in the Farmers’ Committee represented, 
should not be sacrificed on any ground of 
portion) expediency, and no alliance could 
onourably be entered into which would 
mean the acceptance, either in fact or by 
implication, of any policy which would be 
antagonistic to the interests of the farmers. 

While recognising the necessity for a strong 
Government, he did not at all rule out the 
idea that a strong Government might often 
be best achieved by a coalition, and he felt 
that the Farmers’ Party as one party to a 
Coalition, by maintaining its independence 
and policy, would be much stronger than by 
anything in the naiure of absorption in 
another political party. However, in that 
regard, the essential thing was definiteness., 
and as nothing definite had as yet been laid 
before the Farmers’ Party, he did not at 
that stage wish to say anything which might 
prejudice the issue. 

Most of the farmers, Mr. Heffernan added, 
were largely in agreement with the agri- 
cultural policy of Mr. Hogan, Minister for 
Agriculture: but the fact should not be lost 
sight of that. the agricultural policy was only 
a section of the general Government policy. 
The acceptance by the Farmers’ Party of 
Mr. Hogan’s policy with reference to agricul- 
ture should not be regarded as in any sense 
an acceptance of the Government policy in 
reference to other matters.

CONTAGLOUS ABORTION 
RAMPANT.

Everyone knows to-day that the im- 
nortation of pure-bred bulls is essential 
for amy country that wishes to keep up. 
the quality of its stock, and avoid the 
evils of in-breeding ; but, so far as 1 know, 
Ireland is the only country in the world 
which goes in for the extermination of its 
non-pedigree bulls.”’ 

The above passage occurs in a statement 
issued yesterday by Mr. W. McCarter, 
Derry, agent of the Burns, Laird, and 
Coast Lines, Ltd, and a member of the 
Derry Chamber of Commerce, in reply to 
the speech of Mr. FE. M. Archdale, 
Northern Ireland Minister for Agrieul- 
ture, on the decline of the Irish cattle 
trade. 

Mr. McCarter asks—Can Mr. Archdale 
deny that contagious abortion is rampant 
over the country at present; and that the 
extraordinary prevalence of this plague is 
coincident with the opeiution of the Live 
Stock Breeding Act? 

So far as Mr. McCarter can make out, 
80 per cent. of Northern Ireland farmers 
are firmly convinced that the Live Stock

If this were 
true, the unduly low exports of 1925 and 
1926 would have more than made up the 
balance, and we should now have normal 
supplies in the country, which is far from 
the case.

IN-BREEDING. 

Everyone knows to-day that the impor- 
tation of pure-bred bulls is essential for any 
coantry which wishes to keep up the quahty 
of -ts stock and avoid the evils of in-breeding ; 
but so far as | know Iveland is the only 
rountry in the world which goes in for the 
extermination of iis non-pedigree bulls. The 
farmers do not object to pedigre bulls, but 
te the elimination of perfectly good, sound 
non-pedigree cross-breds. This latter has 
ied to two evils. Jhe pedigree animals are 
often pampered and over-fed in order to 
qualify for premiums or for show purposes, 
They then vet into the hands of farmers who 
do not pamper or over-feed, and the anima! 
mmediately begins to fail and becomes 
anemic, In this condition the animal is 
allied upon to serve far more cows than he 
s physicaliy capable of, and, moreover, 
instead of being confined to one or two herds

GRAZING HEIFERS, 

‘The second and equally great evil is the 
non-serving of grazing heifers by the ordinary 
tenant farmer, with a consequent loss to the 
seing stock of the country. (Can Mr. Arch. 
dgle deny that contagious abortion is rampant 
over the country at present, and that the 
ext-aordinary prevalence of this plague is 
coincident with the operation of the Live 
Steck Breeding Act” 

‘‘ The farmers are convinced that there is 
a definite connection between the two, in 
part due to the fact that one bull has to serve 
too many different herds, and carries con- 
tagion in spite of precautions, which are 
specified, but not always carried out; and in 
part due to the fact that the bull in these 
conditions has not the requisite vitality to 
serve aged cows, which consequently either 
abort or fail to clean after calving, thus 
giving rise to another contagious and trouble- 
some disease. 

“If Mr, Archdale can demolish the case I 
bave presented, or can show that all is well 
with the Ivish cattle trade, cr that all is 
likely te be well with it under his Act within 
the next year or two, nobody will be better 
pleased than I. I would be delighted te 
think that the many farmers whose views | 
express are wrong, and thet the land will 
enon be flowing with cattle, milk and butter 
ence more; but T am afraid he cannot show 
any of these things. 

THE LIVE STOCK ACT. 

“ So far as I can make out, 90 per cent. of 
Ulster farmers are firmly convinced that the 
Live Stock Breeding Act requires amendment, 
and, perhaps. nowhere is this feeling stronger 
than in his own County Fermanagh. Let him 
send a commission of inquiry, say, to Irvines- 
town, which up to three years ago was one 
of the best calf-producing districts in Ireland. 
Let him interview the hundreds of peasant 
farmers in that area, and he will find the 
blame for their sadly depleted stocks is laid 
almost entirely at the door of the Live Stock 
Breeding Act, Let him instruct his Depart- 
mental Secretary to communicate with some 
of his personal friends in Strabane, and he 
will find the same feeling prevailing among 
the farmers of Tyrone,

‘I was greatly interested in your

Alongside work was going on at the 
erection of the jrenwork in the Hammam 
Hotel site. Pedestrians stood to watch. the 
work, and there seemed to be geneyal ap- 

roval of the fact that something is at last 

eing done to remove une of the eyesores of 
this fine thoroughfare. ! 

The rubbish which is being removed from 
Sackville street is being utilised to fill in the 
old Customs House dock. The Government 
have set. aside £10,000 in the estimates this 
year for the Commissioners of Public Works 
for the work to be done on the sites of 14-15 
Sackville street Plans for modern offices to 
suit one of -he Ministries have been ap- 
proved. and it is hoped to have beth build: 
ings completed within twelve months of the 
clearing of the foundations.

CAN GUARANTORS BE FOUND? 


‘While I do not like to throw cold water 
on the project or deprecate the efforts of any 
fellow-citizens, and while, of course, every- 
one would like to see the exhibition, I do not 
think the results would justify the outlay de- 
manded,”’ remarked Mr. J. UC. Foley, Manag- 
ing Director, John Daly and Co., Ltd., and 
President of the Irish Tourist Association, in 
the course of an interview regarding the pos- 
sibilities of success of the proposed Exhibi- 
tion in Cork in 1929. 

To hold an Exhibition on similar lines to 
that held in 1902 and 1903 would, he said, 
involve an expenditure of at least £100,000, 
and the recent example of Wembley would 
act as a deterrent on many to embark on 
such a venture at this stage of our history. 

In his opinion, the country could only be 
built up in the erdinary normal way, and in 
this project they should not allow their en- 
thusiasm to outrun the bounds of discretion 
or judgment, 

“H might he possible, added Mr. Foley. 
‘to hold a Trade Fair, lasting for a month, 
on the plan of similar ventures in Leipsig. 
Vienna, and other Continental centres, but 
the difficulty would be: could we get 
guarantors to put up the money, or could we 
make such a case as would convince people 
that the Exhibition—national or international 
~-would be such a success as to justify taking 
the risk?’ 

Personally, he would ‘prefer to see the 
money spent in conferring some lasting benefit 
on the people—on the opening of some new 
industry or the re-opening of one of the 
mills that were at present closed.

COALITIONS AND TARIFFS. 

Major Bryan Cooper, J.D., delivered a 
lecture on “ Australia and Ireland ” last 
night in the Town Hall, Kingstown, in the 
presence of an interested audience. My. R. 
N, Potterion presided. Major Cooper illus- 
trated his lecture with lantern slides, taken 
by him during the tour of the Empire Par- 
liamentary Delegation through the different 
Australian States. 

COALITION GOVERNMENTS. 

In the course of his remarks he said that 
Australia was a sort of foreing house for 
democracy, and under her southern sky 
many experiments had been tried and carried 
through to a great extent. The first thing 
he discovered on his visit was that Aus- 
tralia had a Coalition Government. There 
seemed to be a thread running through the 
speeches of the two Ministers of the Free 
State, who represented the County Dublin, 
concerning Coalition Governments. To them 
it was a horrible thing; but no one seemed 
to be any the worse for a Coalition in Aus- 
tralia. Even the Opposition there did not 
make any complaint about it. It was a 
coalition between the National Party and 
the County Party, which corresponded very 
much to the Cumann na nGaedheal and the 
Farmers’ Parties in the Free State. 

He was somewhat surprised when he read 
a speech made by Mr. Fitzgerald, Minister 
for External Affairs. in Rathmines some ten 
days ago, in which he said thet coalition 
was in its nature cowardly; that it was 
always bartering. and that it was bullied 
by the minority. They did not seem to 
have discovered that in Australia. It would 
not have been nice of them to say that 
the Coalition Governmenvé was ip its nature 
cowardly, because the head of the Govern- 
ment happened to be Mr. Stanley Bruce, a 
man who was decorated for valour in the 
war. In Canada, the lecturer said, there 
was a Coalition Government, and alao in 
Seuth Africa. He suggested that the 
Minister for External Affairs, who had to 
f° to the Imperial Conference, should re 
vain from telling Mr. Bruce, Mr. McKenzie 
King, and General Hertzogg that they were 
cowards, and that their Governments were 
only pertering and were being bullied by the 
minorities. Mr. Burke had answered Mr. 
Fitegerald at Thurles by telling him that the 
Cumann na nÚaadheal was really a coalition 
party, in which all the members did not see 
eye-to-eye, but were prepared to sink their 
differences for the general good, That would 
apply as well to a Coalition Government as 
to a coalition party. 

USELESS REFERENDUMS. 

Major Cooper went on to say that there 
had been fourteen referendums in Australia, 
and only two of them had hed any result. 
He came to the conclusion that referendums 
were a rather expensive way of seeing that 
no change was made. He thought that it 
would be no harm to anybody if it were 
eliminated from the Free State Constitution. 
All parties in Australia were agreed that eom- 
ulsory voting helped the electoral machinery. 
He had found that compulsory arbitvation is 
labour matters, State fixed hours. and State 
fixed wages had not prevented industrial dis- 
putes, Australia, he said, was a country with 
@ very high and extensive protective tariff. 
The Attorney-General of South Australia, Mr. 
Denny, who was of a Waterford family, hed 
told him that they protected everything that 
they could produce and everything that they 
were likely to produce Tariffs he found 
almoat pow Bha benefited manufactured goods. 
The primary producers, the men on farms up 
country, were the bitterest critics of tariffs, 
and the farmers who had starfed from very 
little and made good felt that tarifis were 
& hindrance to their advance. farmer 
could not alter it hecause the bulk of the 
population lived in towns. 

In an agricultural country like Ireland, the 
first essential of a“ was io see that the 
man on the land had got a fair living, so ai 
to enable him to be a good customer to t 
towns, Hí people on the land crowded into 
the towns, it would be bad for both, In Aus- 
tralia they were content with their own 
market, and did not want to compete in the 
world’s markets, That would be & very evil 
policy for them in the Frée State. once 
they said that they did not care what they 
sold outside, it would mean economic disaster.

The enthusiastic anglers of two countries 
will rejoice to learn that the famous West- 
meath Lake trout fishing, which a few 


‘years ago was threatened with extinction, 


has experienced ¢ remarkable revival, The 
fishing was very good last year; it will, it 
is believed, be better this season, 

Constant poaching had so far overcome 
the natural resources of the Westmeath 
waters that, in May, 1919, the fishing had 
almost ceased to exist. In that year there 
was formed the Lough Owel and Lough 
Enne] Preservation Association, a small 
organisation of half-a-dogen anglers living 
in or around Mullingar, and this body, 
which has now a membership of fifty, by 
the steady pursuit of a policy of self-help, 
has brought back the fishing which in 
years gone by attracted anglers from Eng- 
land and Scotland, as well as from all 
parts of Ireland.

SOCIETY'S AIMS. 


————— 


The Society aimed at restocking the lakes 
with trout an& preventing the illegal destruc- 
tion of the mature fish. The latter was an 
almost impossible task during the years of 
political trouble, but now the ways of the 
poacher are so full of danger that the taking 
of fish from the spawning streams has 
virtually come to an end, uring the past 
month ever one thousand pike—that other 
veracious enemy of the trout—have been 
killed in Lough Ennel, 

the Society established its own trout 
hatcheries, and from those 148,000 EE 
fish were turned into the streams 'f |ough 
Ennel between the years 1922 and 1026, In 
a few weeks’ time a further 120,000 will be 
added to the stock of the lake, Those have 
heen hatched from the ova ‘‘stripped’’ from 
Lough Ennel trout in the spawning season. 
One of the hatcheries is situated in the back. 
yard of the Mullingar residence of the Secre- 
tary of the Association, Mr, Hugh Weir, a 
sportsman who not alone has made the 
Society the live thing that it is, but hae 
acquired an almost unique knowledge of the 
life and habits of the trout. Frem two small 
boxes Mr, Weir has turned out 16,000 young 
trout each season for several years past, 


ARTIFICIAL FLY-FISHING. 

The Westmeath Jakes are famous for the 
sivie of trout fishing known as ' dapping,” 
This is done with the greendrake, the 
natural fly te be found on the lake in May, 
and which the trout take greedily. It is a 
very expert form of angling and most 
fascinating. The season ‘asts from three to 
four weeks in May and June. Lough Ennel 
is rapidly getting sa reputation for artificial 
fly-fishing, the season for which runs from 
April to October, 

The average weight of Lough Enne! trout 
is 2ibs,, but in Angust fishing heavier fish 
landed. ‘the ‘record’ brown trout 
taken oui of Lough Ennel by dapping is 
26slbs.. which the late Mr. Willie Meares, 
of Mullingar, caught some years ago. Last 
vear a lady angler. Mrs. McCall, of Ennell 
Lodge, secured pride of place with the fine 
catch of fourteen well-sized trout for ane 
day’s fishin The total of the trout that 
fell to the Lough Ennel greendrake last year 
was just over 200. There is a custom stil! 
loyally observed-that all trevt under a 
quarter of a pound in weight are at once re 
turned to the lake when taken off the hook 


CHASIN” THE POACHER. 

The coming of the Civic Guards may be 
said to mark the actual beginning of the new 
era of the Westmeath lake fishing. Once 
the force got settled down to work there 
staried a pursuit of the poacher which has 
heen so suceessfu) that the wholesale destruc- 
tion of the fish has now stepped. For several! 
years not 5 per cent. of the trovt that went 
up the streams to spawn got back to the 
lake. They weve lifted wholesale out of the 
shallow water, and were even cured for 
future use as food, ‘the activity of the 
Guards has made poaching a business too 
costly to be pursued. Armed detectives are

peeted places and at all hours of the day and 
night, During the past month one of them 
walked into a hoyse just as three fine trout 
were being fried on the pan. ‘hat meal cost 
the family 6. 

Mr. P. W. Shaw, T.D., Mullingar, may 
claim to be the originator of the campaign 
against the pike, which in the past devoured 
the trout that had escaped from the poacher. 
This always hungry brute of the fresh waters 
does enormous damage to other fish, and the 
numbers of his tribe are not materially 
lessened by any of the ordinary methods of 
catching fish. Started by Mr, Shaw, there 
is now a regular system of shooting the pike 
with shot guns. This has become a regular 
Sunday sport during the season, During the 
present month over one thousand pike, many 
of them up to 30lbs. in weight, have heen 
shot, and of those Mr, Shaw and his son have 
accounted for 646. 


HOW THE PIKE ARE SHOT. 

The method is so unique that a description 
will be found interesting. Im March the pea 
pike comes into the shallow, reed-covered 
waters on the western shore of the lake to 
deposit her spawn, which is preserved in the 
grassy growths on the hettom. fhe is followed 
by the jack or male pike in what is locally 
known as a “batch,” meaning anything in 
number from three or four to a dozen. They 
work their way in until the water is barely 
deep enough to cover them, and they remain 
splashing about in the vicinity of the female 
for hours. A boat is paddled as noiselessiy 
as possible throngh the tall reeds to within 
gunshot range of the spot where the fish are, 
and the man steading with the gun in the 
bow fires into them, As many as eleven pike 
have been turned up with one shot. 

Many of the pike which are shot are formid: 
able-looking monsters, “éi of destroying 
trout by the thousand. On Monday last Mr, 
Michael Hope, a well-known ‘fisherman, shot 
one which scaled 35iibs,. and a wheelbarrow 
had te be used to bring it away. This season 
Mr. Shaw killed ove that was almost all head. 
He was so old that all his teeth had fallen 
ont, and for that reason he was not able to 
secure sufficient food to maintain his body. 
The pike which are destroyed are used as food 
by the rer in Mullingar. On 8t. 
Patrick's Day a dealer brought a lorry from 
Dublin and returned with 70 large pike, for 
which he paid 17s, 6d.! 

‘ ANOTHER ENEMY. 

The cormorant is another enemy of the 
trout that is being pursued by the Preserva- 
tion Association, which pays half-a-crown for 
each head that is brought in. Last year 1 
half-crowns were paid out, and so far in 1 
the number of heads is 55, Mr, Shaw was 
instrumental in moving the Ministry of 
Fisheries to make a grant to the Association, 
which is now able to employ a beiliff and 
undertake other expenditure to preserve the 
rout. The success of the work so far is a

SOME REASONS FOR ITS 


ABOLITION, 

Some uí the points put before Mr. Blythe, 
Minister for Finance, the Joint Wireleas 
Conimmittee, in connection with the injur 
which is and has been done to wireless broad- 
casting by the import duty on wirelear 
apparatus, are set forth in a statement dy 
Mr. James Kitchen, Secretary of the Com- 
mittee, 

The Committee represents the Wireless 
Retailers’ Association of Ireland, the Wireless 
Society of Ireland, the Cork Radio Associa- 
tien, “The Irish Radio Review,” and the un- 
associated manufacturing and wholesale firms 
engaged in the wireless trade in the Free 
State. 

The facts are as follows :— 

1—In the month of January, 1826—before 
the tax was imposed—the value of imports 
of wireless apparatus was £22,009, while 'n 
the corresponding month of 1927 the value 
of imports was 5,387. showing a decrease of 
A study of conditions in othar 
countries shows that this decrease 1% 
altogether abnormal and can be directly 
attributed to the wireless tax. . 

2—An analysis of the licence figures shows 
that a very small proportion of the popula- 
tion of ‘the Saorstat are possessers of wireless 
receivers, although there is a considerable 
potential market, 

5—The explanation of (2) is that the retail 
prices mn the Saorstat are of necessity 
mereased beyond the limit of the average 
citizen's purse.

£10,000 DAMAGE CAUSED AT 
KENMARE. 


The town of Kenmare, Co, Kerry, possesses 
no five brigade, and it was more then nine 
hours after an outbreak of fire was discovered 
that a brigade arrived from Cork, and by 
that time damage estimated at £10,000 had 
been caused, a drapery shop being gutted, 
and a millinery establishment and a publie- 
house being almost completely destroyed. 

The roof of another building was 
affected. 

The outbreak was discovered on Sunday 
morning at 2.50 a.m.. and it was after four 
o clock that the Cork Fire Brigade received an 
appeal from Killarney, but owing to its un- 
certainty, and also to the distance to be 
covered—fifty-six. miles—some further slight 
dalay was caused in obtaining permission he- 
fore proceeding to Kenmare. 

Although the earliest possible departure 
was made, it was 11.45 a.m. when Kenmare 
was reached, and it was only unceesing efforts 
of Civie Guards and civilians which "ad pre- 
vented the flames spreading to a much greater 
extent 

Naturally enough. under the existing cir- 
eumstances, the conflagration caused consider- 
able alarm amongst the inhabitants of the 
towns, and it eonfirms the necessity for

A Mystery of Yucatan. 


Will the key to the hieroglyphics of 
the inscriptions on Maya monuments in 
South America ever be found? Dr. 
T. W. F, Gann, a leading authority on 
Maya art, who is conducting exploration 
in the Yucatan Peninsula, tells how he 
has searched for another Rosetta stone. 
During the last season he set out for 
Chetumal Bay, between British Honduras 
and Mexico, and investigated the report 
of a native that a ruined church lay 
some miles north of the bay. Dr. Gann 
suspected that here were the ruins of 
Villa Real, the Spanish settlement 
founded in 1528 and abandoned a few 
years later owing to the hostility of 
Indians, and that the church was the 
first ever built in the New World. He 
thought that here, if anywhere, the 
bilingual key might be found. Spanish 
records suggest that priests working in 
Yucatan in the sixteenth century held 
the key. Of one it was written that “he 
learnt to speak Maya very quickly and 
also to write it—a thing which only their 
priests and kings can do.” Through a 
jungle swarming with pestilential insects 
and bathed in hot vapour, the exploring 
party hacked its way, and at last Dr. 
Gann found the ruins of the church— 
chancel, sacristy and chapel, the whole 
something less than sixty feet long. The 
walls were three feet thick, and the 
masonry §was wholly native in style, with 
wedges of mortar lying between vast 
blocks of rough-hewn stone. Only the 
arches proved that a European architect 
had designed the building and that it 
was a Christian, not a heathen, edifice. 
Dr. Gann found skeletons, in one of 
which was a small triangular arrow 
head—a token confirming the accounts of 
Maya hostility. On entering the chancel 
he came upon a bitter disappointment. 
In front of the place where the high altar 
had stood was a large hole ten feet deep. 
This was the mark of grave robbers, and 
their devastations, Dr. Gann thinks, may 
have destroyed priceless clues to the Maya 
inscriptions. 


Six-wheeled Vehicles. 


The “mechanisation”’ of military trans- 
port is leading to the production of 
vehicles likely to be of the highest value 
in commercial services. In 1918 there 
were some 80,000 motor transport vehicles 
in use under the British flag on the 
Western front.. These were mainly three 
to four-ton, solid-tyred lorries, with a 
proportion of lighter vans for cross- 
country work. Since the war, however, 
new vehicles have been evolved. The 
progress made is described by an engineer- 
ing contributor to the Datly Telegraph. 
First a specification was framed for a 
thirty-cwt. lorry with pneumatic tyres. 
Military engineers then tried to contrive 
a vehicle capable of carrying larger 
loads, but fortified against sinking in the 
ground by a greater area of contact with 
the road. Thus was devised what is a 
rigid-frame, six-wheeled vehicle. Already 
six-wheeled vehicles of a sort existed, but 
the new craft has novel features. There 
are three axles. Tha front axle is normal, 
with wheels which do not drive, but steer. 
Under the load two driving axles are 
placed close together. The axles can rise 
and fall relatively to one another, and 
the driving axles can move out of the 
horizontal with complete freedom. In 
order to avoid skidding the tyres contain 
several hermetically sealed air spaces. 
like the composite gas envelope of the 
modern airship. Thus, if the tyre be 
punctured, only a section is deflated, and 
the instantaneous falling to the rim, 
common hitherto, is escaped. In the 
early part of 1925 no example of the new 
vehicle existed. To-day 120 have been 
delivered and 150 are on order. The 
vehicles are produced under a Govern- 
ment subsidy, with the proviso that in 
emergency they will be available instantly 
for Government use.

Admittedly one of Joseph Conrad’s best 
novels, ** Nostromo” provides all the neces- 
sary elements of an _ entertaining motion 
picture. That is evident in the filmed 
edition of the story which is being shown at 
the Grand Central Cinema, Dublin. this 
week. There is the delightful setting in 
sunny Southern America, where ‘‘ Nostromo,”’ 
the man of the people, is the hero of the 
laughter-loving, pleasure-seeking populace. 
The theme, with its atmosphere of _love- 
making and intrigue, is well maintained, and 
the film is full of action. 

As “Nostromo,” the central figure, George 
O’Brien is splendid—the lover of danger and 
adventure, pursuing his care-free path 
unmoved by the praise of the populace, until 
he finds a greater and more precious treasure 
in the love of Cousin Griselle. How near 
he came to losing the fine gold- of love in 

ursuit of the material silver from the mine 
is. presented in scenes that are active with 
interest. Joan Renée and Lon Tellegen also 
carry their parts well, 

The settings and photography generally 
are good, though some of the ship scenes 
would bear stronger lighting.

Mr. McCullough’s health 
had been seriously affected since November 
of last year. Born in Belfast, Mr. McCullongh 
had been associated with the waterworks 
éngineering for more than half a century, and 
for the past thirty-two years he had had full 
charge of the Commissioners’ great develop- 
ment schemes. He had been a member of the 
Institution of Water Engineers since its 
foundation, and in the year 1915-1916 he 
filled the office of President. Mr. McCullough 
was a Justice of the Peace for the City of 
Belfast, and was an active member of the 
Masonic Order. He is survived by Mrs.

The situation in China becomes more 
intense with every succeeding day, and the 
issue of a sudden summons in. the early 
hours of this morning to Ministers for a 
Cabinet meeting later in the day ar 
centuates its gravity. lt understood 


that the deliberations of Ministers entire! v 


centred on Shanghai, and it is rumoured 
that the Government intends to despatch 
a full division of troops to the neighbour 
hood unless there is a speedy change in 
affairs. It is obvious that the anti 
foreign feeling induced by the attacks of 
the Bolsheviks is growing fast, and, as a 
consequence, the defences of the Interna 
tional Settlement at Shanghai will have 
to be strengthened greatly. In the Lobby 
to-day there was much discussion con 
cerning developments at Nanking and the 
escape of the foreigners there. Opinion 
was very strongly opposed to a resumption 
of negotiations of any kind unless 
guarantees have been secured that foreign 
lives and property will be safeguarded. 


A Scene. 


Sir Austen Chamberlain took advantage 
of a question by Sir Clement Kinloch 
Cooke this afternoon to give the House of 
Commons some detailed information con 
cerning events at Nanking, speaking for 
over ten minutes. He did not give much 
information that was new; but. he related 
the pitiful story of the evacuation in a 
manner which had an effect on the House 
generally. His statement was followed by 
a most unpleasant little scene. Mr. 
Thurtle, who represents Whitechapel, 
uttered an interjection in which “ lying” 
was the most prominent word. Pale with 
anger, Sir Austen Chamberlain jumped 
from his seat, and, standing at the table, 
called the attention of the Speaker to the 
remark, asking if it was in order that 
lying should be imputed to a member of 
the Government. For a moment there was 
an uproar; but the Speaker quelled the 
storm by calling upon Mr. Thurtle to 
withdraw. Mr. Thurtle refused, stating 
that. his remark applied to the newspapers. 
The Speaker accepted this explanation, 
and the. storm passed over, but for a 
moment or two the outlook was extremely 
threatening. 


The French Concession. 


One of the weak places in the defence of 
Shanghai im the French Concession, and 
it is not surprising to learn that a number 
of armed Cantonese soldiers were found 
in a café in the Concession, thus proving 
the insufficiency of the means of defence. 
It is related that consiuerable anxiety has 
been created in Paris by the revelation 
that French nationals are not sufficiently 
protected, and it is anticipated here that 
the French Government wil) take imme- 
diate steps to improve, and consolidate the 
defence of its Concession. It is also hoped 
that there will be a general decision to act 
under one head in order that every portion 
of the Settlement may be adequately pro- 
tected ; for it is not beyond the bounds of 
probability that the cordon will have to be 
reduced unless agreement of such a 
character is reached. 


A Message from Shanghai. 


Members of the London Stock Exchange 
were greatly excited to-day on the receipt 
of a telegram from the Stock Exchange 
at Shanghai tendering grateful thanks to 
the British Government for sending troops, 
which alone prevented inevitable looting, 
incendiarism and massacre in the Settle- 
ment by armed Communists and leaderless 
Chinese troops. The members of the 
Shanghai Stock Exchange add that they 
emphatically deprecate any negotiations 
is restored. A message of 
sympathy was sent to Shanghai in reply. 


Trade Union Law. 


Informal conversations that have been 
taking place between the Government and 
the leaders of the Labour Party relative 
to the proposed Trade Union Bill have 
broken down. It is said that the leaders 
of the party, with representatives of the 
trade unions, were not opposed to the 
discussions; but the Trades Union 
Congress has intervened, and refused to 
accept any arrangement that might result 
from the negotiations. The bill is to be 
considered further by the Cabinet at its 
weekly meeting on Wednesday, and it 
may be introduced into the. House of 
Commons before the week-end. I under- 
stand that the Prime Minister, with his 
colleagues, was anxious to secure a fuil 
discussion with the Opposition leaders on 
vital points in the bill, but his efforts 
were unavailing. 


The Southwark Election. 


The brilliant weather to-day pr$bhabl; 
will contribute to a “record” poll in 
North Southwark, where there has been 
great activity throughout the day, and 
the proportion of votes recorded during 
the first few hours was much greater than 
usual, It is impossible at the moment to 
say what will be the result; for the 
figures are not likely to be declared unti! 
the early morning, but I was told a story 
to-day which throws a little light on the 
feeling existing in the constituency. A 
voter employed at a big brewery was 
asked if, he would vote for Dr. Haden 
Guest. e refused, saying that he had 
always voted Conservative, and that he 
did not intend to vote for a Socialist of 
any kind. Rather than do so he would 
vote for the Liberal. 


The Wigg-Cochrane Case. 


The Lord Chancellor and Lady Cave 
have returned to their home at Richmond 
after a stay at Burnham, in Somerset, 
where Lord Cave has been recuperatinc 
after his attack of influenza. The return 
of the Lord Chancellor to London, 
perhaps, may be an indication that the 
judgment in the Wigg versus the Attorney- 
General of the Irish Free State case will 
not be much longer delayed. It 1s 
unlikely, however, that it will be issued 
for some two or three weeks. 


Bolshevism in: Persia. 


Thet there, would be a hitch in the 
ratification of the agreement which Im- 
perial Airways has with the Persian 
Government in regard to the creation of 
landing stages, wireless stations, and so 
on in Persia in connection with the Cairo- 
Karachi route has for some little time 
past been fairly obvious to students of 
Persian politics.

SHANGHAI, Monday. 
(reneral Chiang Kai-Shek, the Cantonese

When questioned regarding his attitude 
on the question of the return of the Settle- 
ments, General Chiang said that he is ap 
absolute supporter of Eugene Chen’s de- 
claration, and that the Settlements must 
be returned by diplomatic means, and 
mentioned that he had telegraphed tv 
Kugene Chen, the Nationalist Foreign 
Minister, asking him to come to Shanghai 
mmediately in order to initiate the 
negotiations.

FIXING RESPONSIBILITY. 


“In this connection,” Chiang stated, 
“T would like to point out that organised 
efforts have been made by our enemies, 
both within and without the Kuo Min 
Tang, to upset the work of thé revolu- 
tion by trying to alienate the. sympathies 
and good-will of friendly Powers...I hope 
all the friends of the Chinese revolution 
will realise and withhold judgment until 
the matter can be investigated and the 
responsibility fixed. ' 

He then declared that frequently his 
forces, which consist of the First 
Cantonese Army, had apprehended 
soldiers wearing shoes and trousers of the 
Northern uniform, but coats and caps of 
the revolutionists. 

He also declared that recently the 
Fengtien leaders had been assisted by 
certain foreign enemies of the revolution, 
and had utilised underhand methods to 
discredit the revolution.

The second observation is 
that we have dealt in a most liberal, and, 
I may say, a confiding spirit, with our own 
property in the British Concession in 
Hankow, and we must be assured that the 
conditions, are such that the Chinese 
authority, | whatever it is, can preserve 
order where that authority exists, hefore 
we make a further surrender of British 
interests and property. 


NANKING. 

Sir A. Chamberlain said that he had re- 
ceived the following information as to 
recent events in Nanking :—lIn anticipa- 
tion of the approach of Nationalist forces, 
most of the British women and children 
had been already evacuated by March 22. 
The evacuation of other women and 
children was continued on March 23. The 
remainder were concentrated in a build- 
ing on the border land. On the night of 
March 23 a general retreat of the Northern 
forces across the Yangtse began, and 
foreigners in the city were concentrated in 
Nanking University. The Nationalist 
forces arrived early on the morning of

the 24th, and by 9 a.m. the city was in 
their hands The Nationalists were com- 
pletely out of hand and began to loot. 

At 11 a.m. the British Consulate was 
attacked by undisciplined soldiers. Dr. 
Smith was killed and Mr. Bertram Giles, 
Consul - General, was wounded. The 
United States and Japanese Consulates 
were also attacked and looted and an 
American missiénary was murdered. 

The Standard Oil Company's Hill, 
which- lay just. inside .the City Wall, 
became a concentration point for all 
foreigners who occupied Socony House 
under the protection of a small United 
States guard, who had visual communica- 
tion with warships in.the river. The 
Nationalist soldiers attempted to. rush 
Socony House, and began to fire in ever- 
increasing numbers. Fire was then 
opened by H.M.S. Emerald ‘and two 
United States destroyers. They dropped 
shells around the house over an area not 
inhabited by the civilian population. 

The effect of the fire was immediate. 
Thirty-one foreigners were evacuated over 
the Wall, their retreat being covered by a 
landing party from the British and United 
States warships. A deputation from the 
Nationalist Commander went on board the 
Emerald in the evening, and the British 
and United Ststes Commanders demanded 
that immediate orders should be given for 
the protection of foreigners, and that 
escorts should be provided to assist in 
the evacuation of the remaining foreigners, 
and that the Nationalist Commander 
should himself come on board. 


BRITISH CASUALTIES. 

Fifteen British subjects, including the 
Consul-General, wer still unaccounted 
for, six marines were also missing, and 
about 150 Americans unaccounted for. No 
satisfactory response having been received 
from the Chinese commander, a conference 
was held next day, when a further com- 
munication wag sent that the shelling of 
various concentrations would be renewed 
if the remaining foreigners were not pro- 
tected. 

Chiang Kaisshek, who was on his way 
down ‘the river, requested that forcible 
action should be withheld pending his 
arrival at Nanking, when .he would 
guarantee the safety of foreigners. 

The British, United States and 
Japanese Commanders-in-Chief! at Shang- 
hai directed their respective senior naval 
officers at Nanking, if possible, to avoid 
drastic action until Chiang Kai-shek had 
been given an opportunity of fulfilling 
his ee ae Action was accordingly 

tponed. 

Ia the evening, at 5.30 p.w., the Consul- 
General, with a Consulate party and the 
missi marines came on board the 
Emerald; they and other foreigners having 
suffered intolerable indignities. All the 
Americans were also accounted for, one 
having been killed and one wounded. 

The total British casualties so far, 
although the information is incomplete, 
were Dr. Smith and one sailor killed, and 
Mr. Giles and Captain Spear wounded.

Another working arrangement between 
political parties, besides that announced 
in these columns last Saturday, may be 
made at an early date. — 

"As has been stated, the Farmers’ 
Party, if it does not completely lose its 
identity in Cumann na nGaedheal, will, 
at least, come to an arrangement to accept 
in the Dail the whips of the Government 
Party. 

It is now understood that Clann 
Eireann, which is better known as the 
People’s Party, has been in touch with 
members of Fianna Fail and Sinn Fein, 
with a view to reaching a basis of agree- 
ment, if not on questions of policy and 
the oath of allegiance, at least in regard 
to the seats to be fought at the general 
election. 

The People’s Party, although it has 
not been so much in the limelight, per- 
haps, as the other parties, has done a lot 
of active propaganda work in the country, 
and may prove to be rather more formid- 
able than was expected as the date of the 
election draws. nearer. 


TWENTY CANDIDATES. 

I gather that the party has a panel of 
about twenty candidatés, but this is 
likely to be thinned out somewhat during 
the next few months. At all events, the 
People’s Party hopes to nominate a dozen 
candidates, including the members who 
already vote with Mr. William Magennis, 
the leader of the party. 

Two names are mentioned in connection 
with Monaghan.” These are Dr. P. Mac- 
Cartan and a local county councillor, who 
has signified his intention of standing. 
In Galway Mr. Padraig OMaille, the 
Deputy-Speaker in the Dail, will, of 
course, be nominated by the People’s 
Party. and in one of the Mayo consti- 
tuencies. a local farmers’ representative is 
likely to fight. In Tipperary Mr. Daniel 
Breen, T.D., and Colonel J. Ryan, who 
formerly served.in.the. Free Staie. Army, 
will go forward, and a Mr, Smith will 
stand for Limérick. 

Other constituencies in which the party 
intends to nominate candidates are West 
Cork and Donegal. Mr. A. McCabe will, 
in all probability, stand for Kerry, and 
Brigadier Horan, of Tralee, for Kerry. 
Mrs. O’Shea-Leamy has already been 
selected for North Dublin, but Mr. 
Magennis will again stand for the 
National University; Mr. Brett, county 
councillor, has been chosen for Longford- 
Westmeath, and Mr. Sean Hurley for 
the same constituency. ' 

Like all the parties, Clann Eireann will 
make a bid for one of the Kilkenny .seats, 
and I understand that a prominent local 
man has been approached to this end. 

I understand also that the Irish 
Farmers’ Protectionist Union, which 
stands for tariffs on all agricultural pro- 
duce, will put-eight to ten candidates into 


the field for selected tillage constituencies, | 


with hopes that five or six of these may ve 
elected. The organisation is particularly 
strong in Leix-Offaly, where there are 
twenty-six branches. 


PARIS SHOOTING 
AFFAIR. 
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PUBLIC PROSECUTOR 
TAKES CASE IN HAND. 


From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Monday. 

Despite the reserve maintained by both 
the Police Commissioner and the hospital 
authorities, it has been possible to obtain 
the following details regarding Mr. de 
Trafford’s wound :—The bullet, which was 
fired from a big 7.75 mm. automatic 
pistol, entered the chest below the 
diaphragm, traversed tha stomach, and 
lodged in the kidney, causing hethorrhage. 
The bullet has been extracted. 

According to, a trustworthy report, 
Madame de Janze fired point blank, plac- 
ing the revolver against Mr. de Trafford’s 
chest after she had kissed him good-bye. 
Though his condition is still extremely 
grave, he recovered some strength to-day ; 
his face appears less drawn, and his eyes 
are brighter. He was able to see his 
brother, Humphrey, for a few minutes’ 
conversation. 

Madame de Janze is in a more depressed 
condition than Mr. de Trafford. The 
bullet that she fired at herself traversed 
the stomach before penetrating the 
abdomen. 


| POLICE ACTION. 

The Police Commissioner altered his de- 
cision not to attempt to interrogate either 
Madame de Janze or Mr. de Trafford at 
present, and he returned to the hospital 
this afternoon to see them. It is pre- 
sumed that he questioned both of them, 
but he declined to reveal what had 
transpired in the interviews. 

The case now passes definitely into the 
hands of the Public Prosecutor's office, 
and as soon as the examining magistrate 
is appointed he will question both parties 
ac the earliest moment that their condi- 
tion permits. 

A slight improvement was.stated to have 
taken place in the condition of Madame de 
Janze and Mr. de Trafford this evening 
in the Lariboisiére Hospital. They. are 
still gravely ill, and it is impossible at 
present to pronounce definitely regarding 
the result of the operations which both 
have undergone:

Mr. Hinkler had planned to leave 
Croydon Aerodrome at 5 a.m., and, flying 
westward, to cross the Irish Sea to Wex- 
ford, turning north, and flying over 
Dublin and Belfast, before re-crossing the 
Irish Sea to Glasgow. His route from 
there was to have beon via Edinburgh, 
Newcastle, Norwich and Lympne back to 
Croydon. 

He will undertake the flight, however, 
when the conditions are more favourable, 
and he expects to be in the air for twelve 
hours. 

BREAKFAST IN THE AIR. 

He will eat his breakfast and lunch in 
the air. The flight, if successful, will 
constitute a record for a non-stop flight 
in a light aeroplane. 

Mr. Hinkler was chosen to pilot one of 
the Gloster-Napier seaplanes in the 
Schneider Cup Race in America in 1925. 

His flight is being undertaken as a 
practice flight in connection with his pro- 
jected flight to Australia in the same light 
aeroplane. Mr, Hinkler plans to fly from 
London to Australia in fifteen days. 

Preparations for the flight were com- 
pleted some days ago, and an attempt 
would have been made last week but for 
the heavy rain and gales. 

The Royal Aero Club is to observe the 
flight officially, and at various points 
on the route observers have been posted 
for the purpose of reporting Mr. Hinkler’s 
progress. 

The machine will carry a much greater 
useful load than the average light aero- 
plane, and it is this fact which will 
enable Mr. Hinckler to carry sufficient 
petrol to fly a thousand miles without 
landing. 

Such a distance has unt yet been flown 
in a light aeroplane without stopping, 
and it will be a good test of the endurance 
of both pilot and machine.

Two deputations from the Executive 
Council of the Association of Chambers 
of Commerce of the Irish Free State 
waited upon the Minister for Finance at 
Government Buildings, Dublin, recently, 
and discussed with him the urgent need 
of relief from high taxation and certain 
matters arising out of the reports of the 
Banking Commission. 

An official report states that the first 
deputation requested that a committee of 
inquiry into national expenditure and ad- 
ministrative methods should be appointed. 

The President of the Association, Mr. 
G. R Ryan, of Limerick, stated that 
there was through the country a feeling 
that the cost of government was too high, 
and a committee of inquiry would dissi- 
pate that feeling. . It was understood, he 
said, that there was an inter-departmental 
committee at work cutting dawn expendi- 
ture, and it was the view of the Chambers 
that, if an outside committee were 
appointed, and the two committees colla- 
borated to issue a statement, it would give 
confidence to the provincial people. 


TAXATION. 


The deputation earnestly requested the 
Minister to relieve the burden of taxation 
with the object of accelerating the re- 
covery of commercial prosperity. The 
following suggestions were made as direc- 
tions in which the business community 
would welcome relief :— 


1. A reduction in income tax. 

2. The abolition of the corporation profits 
tax. 

3. A reduction in super tax, with the 
object of attracting wealth to the 
country. 

4. A revision of the schedule of import-d 
goods classified as furniture, and the 
exemption of all articles of which the 
part composed of wood comprises not 
more than 10 per cent. of the total 
value. 

5. The funding of abnormal expenditure. 

6. A reduction in telephone charges. 

7. A reduction in postal charges. 

The deputation stated that the view of 
the Associated Chambers was that a re- 
duction in the rate of income tax and the 
abolition of the corporation profits tax 
were necessary to enable the business 
community to retain more capital for the 
development of their enterprises and the 
alleviation of unemployment. Further 
capital might be obtained by attracting 
wealthy people to reside in the Free State 
by a reduction in the super-tax. 

The application of the import duty on 
furniture to articles of which a small 
portion was made of wood was looked 
upon by most people as contrary to the 
intention of the tax. It raised the price 
of the articles without any advantage to 
any manufacturers in the Free State. The 
Association pressed for an alteration in 
the regulations on the lines of their reso- 


lution set out above. 


TELEPHONE AND POSTAL CHARGES. 


As the recent reductions in telephone : 


charges had justified themselves by in- 
creasing the demand, the Association asked 
the Minister to consider a further reduc- 
tion. 

The Association would like to see a 
reduction in postal rates, and particular 
attention was drawn to the printed matter 
rate. The first halfpenny in the Free 
State only carried one ounce as against 
two ounces in EngMind, which meant that 
the Irish firm was at a disadvantage as 
compared “with the English firm in dis- 
tributing printed matter, catalogues, price 
lists, etc. 

The second deputation waited upon the 
Minister for Finance to place before him 
the views of the Association as regards the 
currency and to discuss some aspects of 
agricultural credit prior to the introduc- 
tion of bills dealing with these subjects. 

The President jof the Association, Mr. 
G. R. Ryan, of Limerick, in introducing 
the deputation, stated that the Association 
now represented all of the Chambers of 
Commerce in the Free State—the 
Chambers at Clonmel, Cork, Drogheda, 
Dublin, Dundalk, Galway, Limerick, 
Sligo, Waterford, Wexford, and the Cork 
Incorporated Chamber of Commerce and 
Shippin

CONDITIONS OF CARRIAGE, 

The Court of the lvish Railway Tribunal, 
consisting of Judge O’Brien, K.C.  (presid- 
ing), and Messrs. J. BR. Kerr, C.E., 
Henry Mangan, sat in Dublin yesterday to 
consider— 

(1): Standard terms and conditions of 
carriage for the Great Southern 
Railways Company, as settled by 
the Railway Tribunal, pursuant to 
Section 40 of the Railways Act, 
1924; and 

(2) Regulations for the addressing of 
merchandise. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. 
Edward White, solicitor), for the railway 
company, said that it was about two years 
ago since they started settling the conditions 
of carriage, and at that time they were 
anxious tc include in the standard condi- 
tions certain provisions, applicable to cases 
in which the company might act as clear- 
ance agent, where goods had to be put 
through Customs barriers: At that time 
they drafted certain terms and conditions, 
which they were anxious should be included 
in the standard conditions; but there was 
some doubt as to whether these. conditions 
were conditions of carriage, and also at that 
time the necessity for Customs clearance 
agents had only just arisen. i 

Since that time they had had two years’ 
experience, and they found that the railway 
company were doing the bulk of the business 
of Customs clearance, as one would expect. 
All the through traffic was cleared by the 
railway company. He was —" not 
only of dutiable goods; but of all g be- 
cause while they had to clear and pay duty 
on dutiable goods, they had to clear all 
goods and keep a record for the information 
of the State, This was a matter about 
which the Customs officials were vety care- 
ful.

At first, when only 
a few of them were known, these were sup- 
posed to be accidents, and a few of them | 
certainly are so. It must sometimes happen 
that two stars are nearly in the same line 
of sight, while actually very distant the 
one from the other. This was at first 
accepted as the explanation of the double- 
ness, and it occurred to Sir William Herschel 
that he might make use of these accidental 


185,000,000 miles in diameter, the line of 
sight to both stars will alter a little; but 
the line to the nearer star will alter more 
than that to the more distant. The net 
result will be that the interval between the 
pair will open and close a little in a period 
of twelve months. The amount of the oscil- 
lation will give a means of measuring the 
distance of the two stars on well-known 
trigonomeirical principles. ‘This was what 
Herschel undertook to look for. What he 
found was something quite different. 

When the distance apart of certain pairs 
of stars and the direction of the line joining 
them (known technically as their “' position- 
angle*’} were caréfully measured time after 
tim>, it was found that there was, indeed, a 
change; but it was not a swing to and fro, 
and its period was not a year. It was a 
steady, progressive change, in a curved path, 
one star moving about the other in a closed 
curve, much as the planets move about the 
Sun. It was at once evident that ' double 
stars” were not accidents, but connected 
systems, governed, as the Solar System 1's 
governed, by the law of gravitation. There- 
upon the observation and measurement of 
these pairs became one. of the most im- 
portant branches of astronomical research. 

AN INFINITE VARIETY. 

A most fascinating branch of research it 
is. There is an infinite variety among the 
double stars (or ‘‘ binary stars,” as they are 
now called, to distinguish them from the few 
existing pairs which are really accidents). 
There are varieties of colour, One star is 
often red and its companion blue or green, 
while lilac, yellow, roe and other tants 
are not uncommon. ‘here is variety of 
separation. While some are easy objects to 
the humblest tele , others are severe 
‘test objects” for the finest instruments. 
There is variety of period. Some complete 
their cycles in a few years; others take 
hundreds, and some probably thousands of 
years. There 1s variety of actual size; for, 
whereas some are pairs of giant stars many 
thousands of times the size of our Sun, others 
are neat little systems, each component sun 
being a third or a fourth the size of ours. 
There is also very great variety of balance, 
if we may call it so, between components— 
from pairs equal, or nearly so, to very large 
or bright stars with tiny companions. ‘l’hus 
Sirius, the brightest of all the stars to the 
eye, has a companion so faint that it requires 
a very powerful, and also a very perfect, 
telescope to show it, while Gamma Virginis, 
Castor and many others are equal pairs, or 
nearly so. 

The discovery of these binary systems was 
our first glimpse into conditions outside of 
our own Solar System... It was one more 
revelation of Nature’s immense variety. The 
Solar System to which we belong is a very 
simple mechanism. The moderate-sized 
central Sun, with his family of eight primary 
planets, following their nearly circular orbits 
about him, is about as simple a conception as 
could be imagined. Saturn and his ring 
system form the only piece of complexity in 
it. The larger planets, with their satellites, 
are replicas of the main system. Let us sup- 
pose Jupiter three or four times as big as he 
is, and placed where Uranus or Neptune is. 
In other words, let us eee Jupiter, Saturn, 
Uranus and Neptune rolled into one big body, 
and that body a minor sun. We should then 
have a system very like some of the smaller 
binary stars. The new Jupiter, at a distance 
from the Sun similar to that which Uranus 
or Neptune actually has, might have a retinue 
of satellites each as big as Mars or Mercury; 
while the Sun kept for himself the smaller 
agg Mercury, Venus, the Earth and 

ars. The two systems would no more inter- 
fere with each other than Jupiter and his 
train now interfere with the terrestrial 
planets, There must be many sach systems 
among the smaller binary stars. Many of 
them have periods of 80 to 150 years, which 
is just about what our imaginary system 
would have. 

AN INTERESTING COMPARISON. 

In actual fact, the nearest of the bright 
stars, Alpha Centauri, is just such a system. 
It is a pair of suns, one of them slightly 
larger than our sun, while the other is about 
one-third the size. .The distance between 
these suns is a little less than that between 
Neptune and the Sun, The period of the 
revolution of the one about the other is 84 
vears, almost exactly that of Uranus about 
the Sun. The principal star is nearly a 
SNE oí the Sun, and has the same spectrum, 
which means the same temperature and, there- 
fore, the same light-giving and heat-giving 
power. If this star presides over a group of 
planets similar to Mercury, Venus, the Earth 
and Mars, the ‘‘ Earth” of this system would 
have, as we have, two great lights, the 
fresher light to rule the day and the lesser 
ight to rule the night. The lesser light 
would be, not a moon, but a minor sun, too 
far off to show a disc to the naked eye, yet 
giving a light far exceeding full moonlight 
in the absence of the ter sun. If the 
supposed planet pos a moon as well, its 
skies would contain three oat lights, a

ALLEGATIONS. AT INQUEST 
ON DUBLIN WOMAN. 

A verdict in accordance with the medical 
evidence was: returned at the. inquest held 
in the Dublin Morgue yesterday by Dr. Louis: 
Byrne on Mrs. Mary Fagan (40), of 15 
Denmark street. The jury exonerated Guard 
158 and alse found that there was no 
foundation for the allegation of offering 
money by Sergeant Lawler. 

It was alleged that the woman’s death was 
caused by injuries inflicted in an assault by 
a member of the Civic Guard two years ago.. 

Kathleen Fagan, a daughter of the dead 
woman, said that on the night of January 31, 
1925, during an altercation between hér 
father and another daughter, Guard 158 C 
came up the lane and assaulted -her mother, 
throwing her down and injuring her hip. She 
said that the Guard had drink taken. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Byrne, another daughter, 
said that she had written to the Chief Com- 
missioner of Police complaining of the 
assault. 
HUSBAND'S EVIDENCE. 

Patrick Fagan, ‘husband of the dead 
woman, said that he had given his daughter 
a few slaps in the face for being out late. 
He then went away and met the Guard, 
whom he asked to “ go down and look at my 
daughter.” His daughter had drink taken, 
and had thrown cups at him. 

Guard 158C said that on the night in ques- 
tion a man, who refused,to give his name, 
met him in Henry street and asked him to 
go to his house,.as his wife and daughter 
were fighting. This man, who was Patrick 
Fagan, said that he had been in an asylum, 
and would kill both of them. Witness went 
to the house. There was a struggle between 
the members of .the family, during which 
Mrs. Fagan fell to the ground; but witness 
did not push or strike her. Afterwards she 
complained of.injury to her hip, and .he 
advised. her to go to hospital. 

Sergeant Lawler, 12C, said’ that there was 
no truth whatever in the statement ‘that he 
had discussed the matter of compensation 
with Mrs. Fagan 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. M. Nolan, Frederick street, said 
that he attended Mrs. Fagan. for an injury 
to her hip about two years ago and advised 
hospital treatment. Later he treated her-for 
bronchitis, and again, on 21st March, 1927, 
she was very ill with’ bronchitis. 

Dr. Oswald J. Murphy, who made a post 
said that death was 
due to plumonary tuberculosis. The left hip 
showed introcapsular fracture, but it was 
simple, and the woman was so emaciated and 
delicate that fracture could -be caused by 
slight violence. 

The jury returned a verdict as stated.

(2). that the profits in: this case were not 
annual profits; (á) that the carrying on of 
sweepstakes was not a trade, profession or 
vocation. under Schedule D.of. the Income 
Tax Acts; (4) that it was an unlawful and 
criminal enterprise in the proceeds of which

The Inspector of Taxes contended that the 
profits derived from sweepstakes were annual 
profits or gains falling either under Case I.

‘Jt could not he the inten- 
tion of the Legislature that dishonest men 
should be asked to contribute to the upkee 
of the State.

-On as an ge SAN concern, as it often was, 
or blackmailing by an organised body, then 
the persons who composed the. organisation 
would find themselves taxed. He submitted that 
that could not be the intention ofa body of men 
who had the good of the community at stake 
and who raised revenue for the common good. 
If this construction were placed on the Act 
it would.be a construction from which the 
‘average man on the street would recoil. 

Mr. FitzGibbon argued that the Canadian 
case did not apply here. In that case Lord 
Haldane distinctly pointed out that the source 
of the profits was a-perfectly lawful source 
within the Dominion.

AN ARTIFICIAL FUEL 
FACTORY. 


APPEAL TO SUPREME CCURT. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON. AND MR. JUSTICE 

URNAGHAN.) 

The defendant in the case of the Artificial 
Coal’ Company v. the Minister for Finance 
appealed from an order made by Mr. Justice 
Sullivan and Mr. Justice O’Byrne in. the 
High Court, on the 9th of February = last, 
dismissing an appeal brought by the Minister 
for Finance against an .arder of . Assistant 
Circuit Judge Roche, awarding the plaintiff 
company £7,057 10s, for the: alleged mali- 
cious burning and: destruction of the fac- 
tory. buildings, ‘machinery, stook in trade at 
Mooroek, Ballycumber, King’s County. 

The original claim made by the company, 
it appeared, was for £54,675; and there was 
a reinstatement clause attached to 
£4,337 of the. amount’ of. _ compensation 
awarded; So far’ as the figures were con- 
cerned, however, there was no dispute be- 
tween the. parties.’ 

The “appeal was brought- before Mr. 
Justice Sullivan’ and Mr. Justice O'Byrne, on 
the ground -that the finding of the Assistant 
Circuit’ Court Judge that the burning . was 
malicious was erroneous in law and not 
supported by the evidence, and that the 


_Jiidge had misdirected himself: “ The result

William; le Warner 
Hamon, described as.a “ French-Irishman,”’ 
so that the company would appear to be only 
another -name for that very ‘active and enter- 
prising gentleman, who, counsel continued, 
was born in Main street, Bray, under the 
name of Warner, and acquired the title men- 
tioned by means-of a deed poll, ' 

Beginning life as a palmist, the Count pub- 
lished a- book called “ Cherio ” on the sub- 
ject: and apparently he had read Parnell's 
hand on the way. across to Holyhead, and 
also the hand of. Lord. Russell #f Killowen. 
He afterwards abandoned that, and engaged 
in a variety of. enterprises, including the set- 
ting up of a bank in Paris. . Coming to Ire- 


land at Mooreck, about a mile.from Bally- 
comber, and erected. a corrugated factory 
building for the purpose of manufacturing 
briquettes out of peat; and, according to the 
evidence, he. had got .Jarge orders from 
various people in. and. around this country 
and in England. 

At the time of the, destruction by fire of 
the factory and its contents—it was alleged 
by “irregular; ’’—about 800 briquettes were 
stored.there. Admittedly none of the manu- 
factured articles had been sold, . When: Count 
Hamon went to England in 1922 he left all 
the property at the factory to his manager,,. 
Mr. McCauley. .On the 15th, August, 1922, 
the first fire occurred. at the factory, 
destroying. the “factory buildings and the 
machinery to a large extent. The second fire 
occurred on the Ist of April, 1923. .The first 


| fire, it was stated, oceurred seven days after 


th- manager returned from his visit to Eng- 
land, where he saw Count Hamon, and, 
according to the evidence of the latter, after 
he. returned to this country for the purpose 
of shaving the demolished factory repaired, 
his place at ‘Prospect ’’ was raided by 
masked and armed men, who told him that 
they were out to do as much injury as they 
possibly could for the purpose of injuring 
the Government, and warned him to clear out 
and not to attempt to interfere with the 
machinery further.

A MALICIOUS INJURY AWARD 


IN TIPPERARY. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MANNA.) 

Patrick J. Hall, garage proprietor, Roscrea, 
pleaded not guilty te haying: committed per- 
jury at Nenagh Court, before Judge Sealy, 
during the hearing of a claim made by him 
for the alleged malicious damage to a motor 
car, on which he was awarded £160 compen- 
sation. 

Mr. Lupton, K.C: *finstfucted’ by Mr. W. 
Dwyer, Roscrea), defended. . 
.5 Mr. C, Bewley, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Dudley, White K.C,, prosecuting, said that 
the accused man lodged a claim in respect of 
“his motor car, which he alleged was damaged 
on July 27th, 1922, while it was being used 
in operations with. a military convoy, having 
been commandeered for that purpose at 
Roscrea.. His car collided witha tree which 
was. felled and stretched across the road, and 


which, he--alleged, he could. not see because 


his ‘View was obstructed by a cloud of dust 
created by a military car, which. preceded 
him. He obtained a decree for £160 by per- 
jured evidence. 

The car was not commandeered by the 
military at all. Hall was returning from a 
funeral in Limerick when he met a military 
party in Nenagh and a few of the party got 
into the car and went to Roscrea. A tree 
had been felled and lay. across. the road. 
had presented no ‘difficulty to the military 
convoy that morning from Roscrea_ to 
Nenagh, but when the convoy was returning 
it found Hall’s car lying on its side. Two 
private soldiers lay on the road,: apparently 
in an unconscious condition. Hall was very 
excited. Apparently, he had not been able 
to find thé eight-foot gap between the side of 
| the road and the tree, and the explanation 
given of this by Hall was that he was second 
in the convoy and the Rolls-Royce car -in 
front of him “ kicked up such a dust ” when 
“passing the tree that his view was-obscured. 
. Captain M. Hiney, Assistant Quarter- 
Master to the Brigade at: Finner Camp, said 
that he was quite satisfied that accused 
man’s car did not leave in the convoy on the 
morning in question, nor did Hall or his car 


day. 

Captain Luby was. called, and, in answer 
to a question, said that it.was on the corro- 
borative evidence of Lieutenant Phelan, who 
was with the convoy, that the Judge made 
the decree, 


A MILITARY CONVOY. 

The accused man, giving. evidence, said 
that in the year 1922 and for twelve months 
after the accident he had supplied cars to the 
military. On July’ 27th, 1922, he got a 
message and proceeded with his car to 
Roscrea barracks, where he picked up five 
soldiers and drove them to Nenagh. In the 
afternoon the soldiers whom he drove told 
him that they did not require him any 
further. He denied that he was at a funeral 
in Limerick that day. "He did not say so to 
anyone. While in Nenagh he was asked to 
drive some soldiers back. to Roscrea, and 
qmeng, them was Lieutenant: Phelan; They 
were having a drink in a publichouse when 
the conyoy passed. He followed it, and when 
they came to the tree which. was across the 
road there was a. cloud of. dust caused by a 
heavy car, and this obscured his view of the 
obstruction. One of the occupants was 
injured... At the heating ‘of the application 
he told the truth; he was not in the convoy, 
and never said that he was, and he did not 
intend to mislead the Court. . 

The case had not concluded 
Court adjourned.

VERDICT OF CORONER'S JURY. 

At an inguest in the Richmond Hospita!, 
Dublin, yesterday on Thomas Brady, aged 
2 years 11 months, the jury found that death 
was due to scarlatinal toxemia, adding that 
in their opiniow sufficient ‘cate was not taken 
by the hospital authorities: in the bathing of 
the child. 

Mrs. Mary Brady, mother of the chiid, 
said that on: St. Patrick's night she was 
sent for, and when she went to the hospital 
she asked Dr. Powell ‘if the baby was hed. 
and the doctor said that the baby had met 
with an accident and had been scalded. She 
asked how did that happen in the hospital, 
if was there any hope for the child, and the 
doctor said that there was, She saw the 
baby, who appeared to be unconscious. The 
child never recognised her afterwards. 

Dr. Gerard. Powell, house surgeon, stated 
that the child was admitted to the hospital! 
on the 16th of March, suffering from a 
discharge. from the ear. The next day he 
was ‘called to see the child, having heen 
informed that it was scalded. He examined 
the boy, and found some redness and bliste:- 
ing on the left. leg. and thigh and on the 
lower portion of the body. The child im 
proved greatly under treatment until 
Wednesday last, when he developed a rise in 
temperature and symptoms of scarlatina. Un 
Saturday anti-scarlatina serum was admin):- 
tered, but the child diéd that night. 

In eross-examination by Mr. Shaw, 
witness said that there, was an outbreak «! 
scarlatina in the ward after the child had 
been admitted, The person giving a child a 
bath should, test the bath.
